Alberta and B.f. to Strength¬ 
en Military Defence on Pacific 
Coast. 


Plans have been made by the local 
members of “A” Company, 2nd Battal¬ 
ion Calgary Highlanders, N.P.A.M., 
for holding of a big military ball in 
Vulcan on Remembrance Day, Monday 
November 11th.

Britain’s Army, Navy and 
Air Force Have Lost 21,867 
Men Killed, Missing or Cap¬ 
tured 


The annual Scouts’ Apple Day will 
be held next Saturday, October 19th. 
The purpose of holding this day is to 
help raise funds to carry on the work 
of the organization and the support of 
the public will be greatly appreciated. 


British army, navy and air force 
have lost 21,867 men dead, missing oi 
captured and 16,210 wounded—alto¬ 
gether 38,077 casualties—since the 
war began, according to official lists 
released for publication. 

Not one of the three services an 
nounced casualties so great as the 
civilian toll marked up in the German 
air siege. 

Prime Minister Chuarhill announced 
Oct. 8 that abopt 8,600 civilians had 
been killed and 13,000 wounded up to 
Oct 6. 

The service losses announced are l 
total of 8,726 killed and fatally wound 
ed, 10,315 missing, LOb? died, and 
1,770 held prisoners by Germany and 
taly, in addition to the names of 16,- 
210 injured already announced, or a 
casualty total of 38,077. 

The air force suffered least. Its to¬ 
tal waa 5,887, There were 22,179 ar¬ 
my casualties and 10,011 in the .navy.

4 few years ago when writers envisioned another war 

-**and the type of combat involved, people shuddered 
away from descriptions, declaring .“Humanity could not en¬ 
dure such unspeakable horrors. War must be prevented ii 
the world is to survive.” 

Some of the predictions have not been fulfilled as yet 
notably the poison gas, which, when released, would wipe 
out entire cities. But other atrocities which seemed in an 
ticipation, beyond human endurance, have become realities. 
Human beings are surviving them, and defying them with a 
valor drawn from linfathomed depths of human resources. 

We pictured war against civilians, attacks of no military 
value designed only to terrorize. There is in actuality, war 
against civilians of an even grosser nature than anticipated. 
Yet it is not achieving the purpose of terrorizing. It is 
only solidifying further the determination to resist. We 
.pictured the populace huddling underground, crawlnig out 
of retreats only as danger was periodically averted. Such 
flight,'such incessant tension vne were sure, would break 
down morale, encourage disease ahd unhinge the mind. Yet, 
incredibly British civilians are taking this feature of mod¬ 
ern war in their stride, also, as they have endured and de¬ 
fied every type of inhumanity which Hitler has imposed... 
They have accepted the blackouts, the shelter burrows, the 
fantastic and unpredictable fall of bombs on little homes, on 
schools, on babies, and women and aged people. The heart¬ 
break ami suffering inflicted upon quiet, peace-loving peo¬ 
ple is beyond imagining, but they rise above it ail with a 
flaming courage, and a stamina that has never been 
equalled in world history. 

-In past wars, civilians were called upon to face little ac¬ 
tual physical hazard. Theirs was a relatively sheltered 
role. Today there is no such distinction. Unarmed and un¬ 
trained, they are actually in front line position, meeting 
danger unflnchingly. 

The courage of the British soldier has always been un¬ 
questioned. The courage and spirit of British civilians are 
magnificent beyond belief. They are enduring all those 
things which once were believed to be unendurable, with n 
spirit will never be broken. 


From North, East, South and

According to the provincial depart¬ 
ment of Municipal Affairs, municipal 
districts are waiving claims on the 
first 5 bushel delivery of farm grain. 
But there Is no word of waiving clairim' 
to a greater amount than 5 Ijushels. 

Where the marketings exceed the 
quota, municipal areas are taking 
steps to make collections for taxes or 
other charges after taking into ac¬ 
count any special circumstances. 

When the provincial government 
passed an order-in-council recently 
suspending the priority of certain 
liens or charges against the farmer’^ 
wheat, it limited this protection to five 
bushels per seeded acre and also pro¬ 
vided that threshing and similar costs, 
besides supplies from merchants, 
should be first charges against deliv¬ 
eries of this year’s wheat crop. 

The provincial order also provided 
for municipal districts and the hail in¬ 
surance board waiving prior claims 
against the Wheat. 

In some parts of the province, there 
has been agitation to have penalties 
on arrears of taxes cancelled or sus¬ 
pended due to farmers being restricted 
in wheat deliveries by the quota sys-

Norway, once a rather prosperous 
and happy country, become poorer 
each day. Her huge merchant ship 
ping fleet, third largest in the world, 
is no longer in her possession. Much of 
it fell into the hands of the British 
following the German invasion; some 
of it is bottled up or in the hands of 
the Germans. 

An American resident, just returned 
from Norway, where he has been in 
business for several years, * reports 
Norway is going to be hungry.

Norwegians cannot go out 
and fish because there is no fuel to op¬ 
erate their boats. The well developed 
Norwegian co-operative stores, which 
ased to be the means of distributing 
plenty, are now used by the Germans 
as an agency of restriction. The sup¬ 
plies which have been taken from Nor¬ 
way for the use of 86,000,000 Germans 
can mean but a drop in that bucket, 
but it means everything to the 2,800,- 
000 in Norways who have been robbed 
of those supplies. 

German protection for the Norweg¬ 
ians has meant taking a people who 
were highly-intelligent, free and fair¬ 
ly prosperous, and bringing them 
down to the level of people who are 
poor and hungry, and who are shut 
off from the means of making a living 
which used to be open for their benefit.
